It was only 
when the Arabs saw how we were 
developing it that they began to 
covert it, Now, with 21 states of 
the Moslem bloc and their 
fabulous oll wealth, they 
begrudge us our single state. 

Jt ig the Bible story of the poor 


man's ewe lamb grabbed by the 


attempts at realizing the old 
Zionist dream. it has heen a glow- 
ing ember ever since the wisper- 
sal of 2,000 years ago. After every 
national catastrophe, the flames 
leapt up again, as in the Ukraine, 
where 300,000 perished in the 
pogroms of 1648 and 1649, and 
Shabbatal Zvi rose to lead the peo- 
ple hack home. The same happen- 
ed after the Nazi Holocauat. 

“Tn all generations, Jews have 
lived, so to speak, with packed 
suitcases, ready to set out on the 
journey home. Our Zionist move- 
ment of today is the latest of such 
movements, and it gained 
strength from the liberation 
movements of the Greek, Italian 
and Balkan peoples. 

““Pheodor Herzl admitted that 
Zionism had existed before him, 
that Dr. Leon Pinsker (whom he 
had not yet read when he wrote 
his Jewish State”) had preceded 
him and that if he had known of 
his writings, he himaelf might not 
have set to work to put Zionism 
Into practice. Herzl'a strength 
and genius were hia organizing 
drive and ability, the Congress he 
created as the main tool for 
political action, his tactical 
moves to gain the support of the 


ἢ rulers and governments of the 


principal Powers for a Jewish 
state. The Balfour Declaration 
was the frult of Herzl's efforts." 

Prof, Nedava quotes from an 
article by Churchill in a London 
journal in 1920 to illustrate how 
the spirit and justice of the Jewish 
people's claim to get their 
homeland back caught the 
imagination of the great British 
statesman: 

“Tf, as may well be, there 
should be created in our lifetime 
by the banks of the Jordan a 
Jewish state under the protection 
of the British Crown which might 
comprise three or four millions of 
Jews, an event will have occurred 
in the history of the world which 
would from every point of view be 
beneficial." 

And he recalls that General Jan 
Smuts, Prime Minister of South 
Africa and a member of the 
Imperial War Cabinet during 
World War I, described the fulfil- 
ment of Zionism as "the finest 
achievement of the Versailles 
Peace Conference." 

The Professor lectures on 
Zionism to two Haifa University 
Classes, one on Zionist ideologies, 
on the writings of Moses Hess, 
Chaim Welzmann, Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky, Nahman Sirkin, Ber 
Borochov, the other on the Ziont(st 
underground movements, 
Hashomer, the Hagena, 1.2.1.
